“The Anti-Saloon League having, 
since the passage of The Volstead act, 
insistently and incessantly demanded 
‘strict enforcement’ the only alterna- 
tive, in view of the above conditions, 
is modification,” he said.

‘Military Affairs Body To,

Washington, January 18.—Aviation 
will come back into the congressional 
picture Tuesday, when the military af- 
fairs committee of the house will be- 
gin hearings on a number of bills to 
give aircraft greater recognition in 
the system of national defense. 

This is the first step taken as a-re- 
sult of the agitation of Colonel Wil- 
liam Mitchell, who is now under sus- 
pension for his criticism of the war 
and navy departments in pushing his 
campaign for a united air service. 
The measures to be considered by the 
committee range all the way from that 
sponsored by the administration, 
which earries out the recommendations 
of the Morrow board, to one by Rep- 
resentaive Curry, California, republic- 
an, which would set up an independent 
air force. 

It will be the effort of administra- 
tion republicans on the committee to 
prevent any attempts to revive, in 
a controversial way, the old aircraft 
controvery, which has been aired in a 
series of investigations. in the 
few years and more reeently in the 
investigation by the Morrow board 
and the Mitchell court-martial. 

“The publie is tired of that old con- 
troversy,”’ was the comment of Rep- 
resentative Morin, Pennsylvania, re- 
publican, chairman of the military af- 
fairs committee, 

Argument Looms. 


Despite the desire to keep the air- 
craft controversy in its hangar, how- 


ever, it is more than likely that it 
will be rolled out, especially if Col- 
onel Mitchell appears as a_ witness.

‘Ten Leading Papers: 
! Threaten To Stop Publi- 
| cation Unless Strict 


Censorship Is Raised.

Bucharest, Rumania, January 18.— 
Directors of the ten leading Bucharest 
|/newspapers, who met Sunday to pro- 
test against the government's censor- 
ship, decided to draw up an ultima- 
| tum declaring they will cease publica- 
tion unless the authorities lift the 
censorship. 

The action the result of the 
strict ban on the revelation of any 
of the details in connection with for- 
mer Crown Prince Carol's renuncia- | 
tion of the rights to the throne. 

The papers have been ordered not 
to mention the quarrel between Prince 
Carol and King Ferdinand nor refer 
to Carol’s fights with the Bratiano 
brothers, nor discuss the possibility 
of the abdication of the king. Neither 
are they permitted to connect the 
name of Prince Barbu Stirbey, whose 
influence on Queen Marie is a sub- 
ject of international gossip, with 
Carol’s renunciation. The foreign of- 
fice assured the Tribune correspond- 
ent that the censorship does not ex- 
tend to foreign correspondents. 

The Tribune correspondent learned 
the meaning of the cryptic utterance 
made yesterday by Zizi Lambrino, 
former morganatie wife of Prince 
Carol, in an exclusive interview with 
this correspondent. She said: “You 
might ask the king why Carol quit, 
but I don’t think be'll tell you.”

She told Blauvelt she.was go- 
ing to Allentown to get their little 
daughter and instead went to Brook- 
lyn, where the young “Lurphy couple 
gave her their baby, on her promise 
that it would have a better chance 
than they could give it. 

Blauvelt was pleased with his 
daughter and everybody was happy 
except the Murphys, who changed 
their minds after they had let the 
little girl go and wrote to Mrs. Blau-

NO MORE CARBOHYDRATE. 


This has got to be the ——- 
installment of dad’s story. It is al 
about the boy who developed eczema 
when they started slipping him a cou- 
ple bottle feedings daily, wkich skin 
trouble spread from the boy’s face all 
over his body about the time they 
switched to bottle feeding entirely, 
and stayed with the boy’ through 
three or four changes from one pro- 
prietary carbohydrate “infant food” to 
another, changes made by the advice 
of a second cousin of Ben Told. You 
will remember that these experiments 
of dad’s all “agreed” with the boy, 
a fact which dad apparently assumed 
to be a good criterion of the fitness 
and adequacy of the food substitutes 
he tried on the boy; and that the boy 
was somewhat obese at 10 months, 
weighing 21 pounds, enough f&® a 
regular baby a year old. 

Now, then, a reasonable amount 
of tarbohydrate is quite essential in 
a bimbo’s food. Nature’s peerless in- 
fant food, sample of which comes 
with every baby, contains just about 
twice as much carbohydrate, in the 
form of lactose, milk sugar, as the 
next best food for a baby, namely, 
goat's malk or cow's milk, contains. 
But when you go to extremes Whi 
corbohydrate you cheat the baby out 
of other essential elements, for even 
though some milk be mixed in w'th 
these carbohydrate concoctions the fin- 
ished product which you inflict on the 
defenseless baby is generally very poor 
in protein (nitrogenous material, build- 
ing. repair, growth material) and gen- 
erally almost innocent of fat. Gen- 
erally, too, your nifty package con- 
tains little or no vitamins—whatever 
they may be—and without the vitam- 
ins a regular baby gets from na- 
ture’s peerless infant food or from 
pure fresh raw milk the bimbo can't 
make a howling success of life.

tered city of Atlanta. In the follow- 
ing year, 1848, the Firet Baptist 
church congregation was formally or- 
sanized, and Wesley Chapel the church 
of the Methodists, was edicated by 
Bishop James Osgood Andrews In 
1850 this church was separated ‘from 
the Decatur circuit and made a sepa- 
rate station, and has continued eyer 
since to grow in numbers and in 
spiritual power. In 1870 a new and 
stately church was built on the lot on 
which the Candler building now 
stands, and in 1871 the name was 
changed from “Wesley Chapel” to 
ae First Methodist chureh of -At- 
anta, 

Notwithstanding the presence in 
Atlanta in the earlier years of a large 
number of unruly, law-breaking per- 
sons of both sexes, the moral element 
on every showdown of strength was in 
the majority, and eventually establish- 
ed the reign of law and order. Fre- 
quent revival meetings were held, and 
converts were made, who added num- 
hers and strength to the religious and 
law-abiding people. ‘Chere were no 
professional evangelists in that day. 
but the preaching was done by men of 
intellectual abilities, or by those who, 
without much edueation or any college 
training, had acquired convineing and 
ocmpelling spiritual power. 
_Churches multiplied until when the 
civil war began Atlanta was probably 
as thoroughly churehed a community 
of its size as could be found on the 
continent. All ef the leading sects of 
that epoch were represented, with the 
exception of the Universalists, the 
Unitarians, the Congregationalists and 
the Sweedenborgians; nor at that time 
was there any known Spiritualists in 
the community. The Baptists and the 
Methodists were the first occupants 
of the area, and today in that order 
ne the leading denominations in the 
city. 

With reference to Trinity Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, now standing 
at the corner of Washington ‘street 
and Trinity avenue, it will not be in- 
vidious to note that it was founded in 
the spring of 1853 by Green B. Hay- 
good, of blessed memory, as a mission- 
ary Sunday school, in a littl house on 
McDonough street. The next year a 
church building was erected, and it 
was the religious home of a growing © 
and active congregation. Wh: . Sher- 
mans army was approaching and 
threatening the city in 1864 
church was closed for two consecutive 
Sabbath days, but on the third Sunday 
the doors were opened again and re- 
mained open during the siege. During 
the federal occupation there were no 
services, of course, and the chufch was 
used as a storage place for the furni- 
ture and goods of the refugees of the 
congregation. After the evacuation 
of the city by the federal army some 
of the exiles slowly returned, but it 
was no tuntil the first Sunday in 
February, 1865, that so many as 11 


,of the members were gotten together 


to reinaugurate publie worship. 
Since the resurrection of the city 
and its new start to municipal per- 
manence and prosperity its religious 
life has been one of jts greatest as- 
sets, With a very intimate know!l- 
edge of the spiritual conditions that 
exist in most of the cities of America, 
the writer asserts with confidence that 
in no one of them can be found more 
religious interest and public support 
for spiritual enterprises thgn in this 
“Gate City of the South.” The morale 
of its people has been maintained upon 
a high level of fundamental faith and 
practice. The passing years have been 
marked by many great and influential 
revival meetings that interested and 
engaged the united support of prac- 
tically all the Protestant denomina- 
tions of the community. Some of the 
earliest and most effective work of 
the greatest of modern’ evangelists, 


| Sam Jomes, of Georgia, was done in 


the churches and afterwards in great 
special tabernacles in Atlanta. (ne 
of the earliest city-wide evangelistic 
campaigns was that of Dr. L. W. 
Munhall, aie eonseerated Methodist 
minister from Philadelphia, who came 
to the city on the invitation of Dr, 
Thomas R. Kendall, of Trinity church. 
The result was a city-wid¢ spiritual 
awakening and nearly every evangeli- 
cal church in the city felt the quicken- 
ing effects of it upon the consciences 
and devotion of their members. 

In later days ‘The Ensiness Men's 
Gospel Union,” under the leadership 
of that etalwart Christian governor, 
W. J. Northen. breught to the city 
Rev. R. A. Torry, the emitent Bibli- 
cal expositor. He, with his famous 
singer, Charles Alexander, held over-_ 
flowing meetings in a temporary 
tabernacle and brought into the Chris- 
tian bolds of the city several thousand 
men and women who added greatly to 
the Christian conscience and moral 
uplift of our people. ; , 

In more recent times the city wit- 
nessed and heard for a number of 
weeks in a vost tabernacle that ve- 
hement “hammer and tongs” evarige- 
list, Billy Sunday. His “straight 
from the shoulder” sermons, whether 
spoken in the vernacular of the high- 
way. or in the smooth rhetoric of the 
intelligensia, interested nearly every 
marr and woman in Atlanta and for 
scores of miles around the city.

The first ear of the wooden train, 
its trucks torn away, sagged to the 
tracks.

EMBARGO UN EXPRESS 


T0 FLORIDA LIGHTER 


William G. Smith, vice president of 


the American Railway Express com- 
pany, announced Monday that his com- 
pany had ordered further modifica- 
tions of the embargo on express ship- 
ments into Florida. 

The maximum weight limit of 200 
pounds for single-piece shipments was 
removed, effective Monday. However, 
before a Single piece exceeding 1,000 
pounds in weight is accepted, a per- 
mit for its shipment must be obtained 
from the general manager of,the com- 
pany in Atlanta. Carload Shipments 
may only be accepted when permit is 
obtained in advance. 

These restrictions are necessary, 
said Mr. Smith, in order that it may 


be known in advance that large ship- 
ments can be handled straight through 
to their destination by express. 

Shipments of second-hand furniture 
and second-hand household goods are 
still under embargo to all points in 
Florida and the embargo is contin- 
ued on certain other commodities for 
certain territories.

The United States consumption for 
December, as reported by the census 
bureau, eonfirms this diagnosis, for 
it was the largest on record for the 
iast’ month of the year, and within 
48,00 bales of the record for all time, 
achieved in March, 1925. 

The eagerness of the ‘American de- 
mand has kept the markets on this side 
of the Atlantie somewhat above the 
parity of Liverpool and the continent.
